This has strangled scientific thinking 
and performance. We have suffered a tempo- 
rary defeat not because of the inadequacy of 
our scientists but because of the incredible 
ineptness with which we have managed our 
scientific resources. 

By the use of large injections of sedation, 
the American public was lulled into the happy 
dream that all was well with our American s 
entific and military effort and that there was 
no reason to fear that Russia could really ever 
overtake us. For those who prefer dreaming, 


the sedatives are again ready and available. 


We can all count upon an avalanche of sei- 
ence fiction stories, photos. releases. speeches, 
press conferences, diagrams. new releases and 
predictions—all designed to create the com- 


forting illusion of American scientific and mil- 
itary supremacy. The formerly tight lid of cen- 
sorship on ballistic missile firings has already 
been removed and series on series of quickly 
generated progress announcements by newly 
minted “missiles experts” are being rushed 
to the press. 

But what we really need is flying hardware 
doing our bidding in outer space. Sooner, not 
later. In the final analysis a beleaguered Ad- 
ministration cannot change unhappy facts with 
happy words. Clear and concise action, taken 
with a minimum of delay, is the only answer. 

For those who prefer staying awake to dream- 
ing it will be useful to know how our country

our missile program.

In fact, Russia's indirect approach has 
been so skillful that one of the West's most in- 
transigent enemies, Khaled el-Azem, defense 
minister in the present government, has actu- 
ally asserted with a straight face that Moscow 
is helping Syria resist Communist penetration. 

‘This setup serves Moscow’s purpose for the 
moment. The Russian plan appears to be to 
draw the Syrians into the Soviet orbit without 
intimidation but in such a way that they will 
find themselves asingly entangled eco- 
nomically and, ultimately, trapped. 

The Soviet strategy for achieving this end, 
both Egypt and Syria, in- 
volves two steps. First, the Russians try to 
capture the target country’s economy by pay- 
ing so much for its exports that the country 
abandons its traditional Western markets, See- 
ond, the Russians try to get control of industry 
by underbidding Western firms for develop- 
ment contracts and, where feasible, by offering 
credit which can be used only by accepting 
Soviet bloc machines and techniques. Over a 
long term, acceptance of such tainted benefits 
leaves the beneficiary country dependent on 
the U.S.S.R. for spare parts for 
and for the planning of further projects.

Free of any embarrassing impediment to 
word or deed, the Kremlin can follow a policy 
of sheer irresponsibility. Russian propaganda 
can and does say anything convenient, cater- 
ing to Arab aspirations and fears with no dan- 
ger of being called to account. Similarly the 
Russians can pour arms into the Arab world 
with no accompanying concern over who gets 
shot. The Arabs may use the arms against Is- 
rael, against each other or against the West— 


it is all the same to the Kremlin. Moscow gains 
case. This amoral attitude is evident in 
Russia's economic pressures on Syria and oth- 
er Middle East nations.

Our ties with King 
Saud, who is not formally a U.S. ally but who 
signed a joint communique with the L 
nouneing Communism, could be strengther 
by using our good offices to help settle his dis- 
pute with Britain over oil sheikdoms in the 
Arabian peninsula. The time may even be ripe 
to come forward with a brave new plan for set- 
tlement of the festering Palestine issue. But it 
would need to be something that the Arabs 
could ultimately accept—including, as one ex- 
ample, an Israeli offer to repatriate the Arab 
refugees. Otherwise it would simply give Amer- 
ica’s enemies a new propaganda weapon. 

As fe ria, the best U.S. course would 
presently seem to be to keep still, to refrain 
from inflating further the already monstrous 
egos of the Syrian leaders and let the other 
Arab states quietly take care of the problem. 
This policy of patience and restraint will not 
be easy. At present the Kremlin stands to make 
great gains by fomenting political and economic 
chaos, by inciting new hatreds and exacerbating 
old ones and ultimately, perhaps, by deny 
the Middle East and its oil to the W 

But these activities are dangerous not only 
for the free world but for the Kremlin itself. 
‘The Russians are already so deeply involved 
that some impulsive Arab action could force 
them to uncalculated recklessness of their own, 
to preserve the illusion that they are the 
Arabs’ only true friends. This danger is implicit 
in such acts as the Russian gesture last month 
of sending her warships to visit the Syrian port 
of Latakia—on a course which took them al- 
most across the bows of the th Fleet. 

The great danger is not that Syria will turn 
Communist but that the Syrian situation will 
lead to accidental war.

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THE PRESIDENT AND THE CRISIS 
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HIS SPEECHES WILL BE WELCOME, BUT HERE IS WHERE INITIATIVE IS NEEDED AT ONCE 


Said an old friend of the President's last week. “Tke ought 
to take his exercise walking down Main Street.” Instead he 
will make a series of speeches to the nation. which is about 
as close to Main Street as a modern President can get. The 
speeches (on science, the economy, foreign affairs and de- 
fense) will serve a double purpose: a) to counter the wide- 
spread feeling that the White House has been a sort of na- 
tional vacuum in the post-Sputnik crisis and b) to give Main 
Street a more precise and sober sense of its danger. of its 
strengths. which are considerable. and of what must be done. 

Must the deeds wait for the wor Demands for imme- 
diate action have been raining on the White House. espe- 
cially the demand that Congress be called in spec 
But the things that need doing most are not up to Congress. 
Here are some of them. 


THE ECONOMY. The recent jitters in the stock market, 
and mistrust about the general business outlook, are a very 
poor reason for a special session. The Federal Reserve can 
always relax its pressure on the money supply if and wh 
the business situation wai is. More serious is the Tres 
ury’s own shortage of money. This stems from the Penta- 
gon’s having spent its money faster than it said it would dur- 
ing the early months of this year. Its spending knocked the 
plaster from the statutory debt ceiling, so that Charlie Wil- 
son's last act as Secretary of Defense had to be an arbitrary 
clamp on the monthly spending rate. As a result, important 
defense contractors have been asked to finance themselves 
(in a tight money market) instead of presenting their usual 
hills to the government, and there have even been costly cut- 
hacks. slowdowns and layoffs. If there were one good reason 
for a special session, the raising of the debt limit would be 
it. But the White House and Treasury are finding ways to 
live with the situation, and in any case the debt limit should 
he raised, if at all, only in connection with a fresh look at 
the budget as a whole. 

‘The missile program is not at present underfinanced. Any 
future increase should be coupled with a decision for new 
taxes or offsetting savings latter can be found not only in 
places like the $5 billion farm program but within the Penta- 
xon itself soon. Trevor Gardner's article on page 30 shows how 
some of these savings could be The chief handicap of 
our defense program is not money but organization, which 
can only be corrected by the intervention of the President. 
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THE RACE FOR KNOWLEDGE. The most alarming 
statistic of last week— perhaps of the decade—came from § 
ator Jackson in his report as chairman of a NATO committee 
on scientific and technical personnel: “Scientific manpower is 
being graduated in the Soviet Union at a present per capita 
rate approximately twice that of the NATO community as a 
whole. Russia now turns out more scientifically trained peo- 
ple than any Western nation and is accelerating the output 
ata higher rate than any nation. Furthermore. Soviet instruc- 
tion is of high quality.” 

The Jackson Committee recommends a variety of NATO- 
sponsored scholarships. institutes and research projects to 
stimulate the development of scientists. here and in Europe. 
But NATO cannot do what governments should. nor govern- 
ments what the people should. To grow in quantity and qual- 
ity, the scientist and science teacher first need upgrading as 
to income and status. In the U.S. this is especially true of 
the pure scientist as against the developmental researcher and 
engineer. As Dr. Mervin J. Kelly of the Bell Labs pointed out 


last week. U.S. industry does 70% of the nation’s research 
and development. but less than 2% of this effort is in basie 
(or “pure”) research. Says his colleague Dr. Baker: “It should 
be something like 33!s%."" or we will lapse into “a kind of 
coma of materialism.” 

‘The Pentagon, which already subsidizes so much applied 
weapons research, is reluctant to carry on its crowded budget 
the men whom industry and Congress consider dreamers and 
hairs. A revolution of popular attitudes is required. The 
President struck the right note last week when, in present- 
ing the first Atoms for Peace award to Dr. Niels Bohr of 
Denmark. he acknowledged that science is more than a 
source of security and welfare: it is “a great adventure of 
the human mind,” a search “for a steadily increasing ilu- 
mination of truth.” 


DEFENSE STRATEGY. The most immediate deed required 
of the nation is a shift in the emphasis of our defense strategy. 
The ICBM threatens to give greatly increased range to the 
Soviet power of destruction. As an immediate counter to this 
threat, since we are behind on long-range missiles, we should 
move our own power of destruction closer to the Soviet target. 

The President and Prime Minister Macmillan ag) 
principle last week to pool U.S. and British nuclear and mis- 
sile development work. More important, at the behest of Paul- 
Henri Spaak, they will urge “an enlarged Atlantic effort” 
along the same lines at the December meeting of the NATO 
council, where General Norstad’s new plans will be reviewed. 
Already the French have asked the U.S. for an IRBM whos 
1,500-mile range puts plenty of Russian targets within rang 
of Paris. Not only should such requests be speedily filled, but 
many other steps taken toward recharging the NATO “defense 
shield.” Specifically our NATO allies should be given not only 
delivery systems, but the atomic weapons to go with them, 

At present NATO forces are trained for atomic tacties and 
strategy, but the effectiveness of the training depends on how 
far General Norstad can stretch the McMahon Act. which 
forbids our supplying actual atomic weapons to non-US. 
forces. Norstad has long favored a NATO stockpile of atomic 
weapons so that if Western Europe is attacked, NATO's re- 
prisal will not depend solely on a decision in Washington. 
As Secretary Dulles has said, it is not healthy that the 
tions attacked should “be in a position of suppliants” for 
their own defense. They will do more for themselves if they 
know they are fully trusted and fully armed. 

Moreover. there is outrageous waste in the present compart- 
mentalization of research and development between NATO 
members. European scientists are forced to reinvent devices 
and systems already known to the Pentagon. A stamp used 
on NATO documents says imposingly: “Cosmic Top Secret.” 
But the most seeret stuff is confined to American members 
with the simpler words: “Not for foreign nations.” Even 
non-nuclear information is withheld, not by law but by Pen- 
tagon policy. This exclusive frame of mind will have to be 
overcome before NATO achieves its full efficiency. 

The President will ask Congress for amendments to the 
McMahon Act to legalize a fuller sharing of weapons infor- 
mation. These amendments should be passed in the national 
interest. They should be preceded by a shift in Pentagon 
strategic thinking. where NATO deserves a far more impor- 
tant and central place than it enjoys now. Against the ever- 
present danger of an all-out Russian attack, NATO is Ameri- 
ca’s first line of defense—in the present phase of the missile 
era, more so than ever.

Since 1946 this council has had a majority of Communists and 
Communist supporters, making San Marino the only Communist 
republic west of the Iron Curtain, Over the years, San Marino’s 
Red regime did bring some welcome reforms, but the only thing it 
ever nationalized was three drugstores. It did not, however, learn 
how to manage money. The fiscal situation had grown desperate 
when, in February of this year, the first break occurred in the 
Communist bloc, which until then had held a 35-25 majority in 
the council. A socialist named Alvaro 
Casali, long a member of the Commu- 
nist coalition, announced that he was 
disillusioned by events in Hungary and 
went over to the opposition, taking 
four other councilmen with him, Thi: 
defection left the Great and General 
Council tied at 30-30. 

Then in September, just two days 
before a scheduled council meeting, 
one other Communist councilman de- 
fected. At this point Federico Bigi, a 
portly schoolteacher who is head of 
San Marino’s Christian Democratic 
uddenly realized he now had a 
31-29 majority. Bigi called his support- CRISIS CREATOR Attilio 
ers together and laid plans to elect two Giannini gave the anti-Reds 
non-Communist regent captains (coun- majority by switching sides.

Communists also met hurriedly, dug .

the five defecting Socialists absentia,” and dissolved the coun- 
cil by “majority vote” pending new elections. 

What happened next day was the coup d’état witnessed by the 
tourists. The loungers were Communist sympathizers summoned 
for the occasion. The handbills were announcements of the di: 
solution of the government. The men who failed to push their way 
through the crowd were Bigi and his fellow councilmen. 

After being stopped by the police, Bigi led his men to the church 
where the sacred remains of bear-fighter Marino lie. There they 
declared the Communist government illegal and elected an “execu- 
tive council” to run the state. Bigi stepped outside the church to 
fire the first volley of the civil war: bombast at close range. 

“The 31 councilors denounce before the country and the world 
the dissolution of the council as an illegitimate act representing 
an authentic coup d’état,” he said, 

As if to prove Bigi’s point for him, the 29 leftist councilmen 
holed up inside Government Palace, sent out for food and cloth- 
ing, posted a 24-hour guard and announced ominously that they

, just a few minutes before midnight 
when the norma of office of San Marino’s regent captains 
was due to expire, Bigi's underground government sudden! 
faced. Members of the “executive council” and a handful of sup- 
porters crept into an empty two-story concrete building on the 
tip end of San Marino. They carried a package of candles because 
the building had no electricity. Just after midnight they stuck the 
blue and white flag of San Marino atop the roof and proclaimed 
establishment of the “provisional government of San Marino.” 
Italy immediately recognized it as the country’s legal govern- 
ment, But the leftists insisted that they were the legal govern- 
ment and refused to leave the palace. Even for San Marinesi this 
was clearly one government too many. There was talk of civil war. 

Ready to attack by air, the provisional government loaded a plane 

with proclamations. Then fog grounded the plane so the handbills 

a a had to go out the hard way, on foot.

The provisional government charged 
that Communist militiamen bullied peaceful San Marinesi by set- 
ting up their own roadblocks inside the country and makin 
aggerated “weapons searches.” 

Proudly, San Marinesi of all political persuasions watched the 
great powers respond. U. S. Consul William Dale Fisher of Flor- 
ence arrived at provisional government headquarters to deliver a 

utine message on atomic affairs, thus tacitly giving it the recog- 
nition of the U.S, Moscow Radio denounced the provisional gov- 
ernment as “‘a band of adventurers” and accused Italy of “crude 
ference” in the internal affairs of San Marino, The embattled 
leftis ernment Palace sent a lofty cablegram to the United 
Nations ashing for immediate dispatch of an international police 
force to “ensure the safety of our people and protect our age- 
old freedom.” A group of Hungarian refugees in Italy sent dele- 
zates to wish the provisional government well and present it with 
# Hungarian freedom flag.

ers, To make matters worse, the clammy fog persisted and the 
sound of hunters’ shots down in the valley made armed patrols 
jump and ladies with shopping baskets cower behind walls. “There 
are a lot of trigger-happy guys running around out there,” com- 
mented an observer. “Thank God most of them don’t know where 
the triggers are.” 

There was another reason for the lack of bloodshed 
all related to one another,” explained a leader of the provisi 
government. “It just wouldn't do for anyone to get hurt.” 

On Saturday, Oct. 5, Italian armored cars manned by blue- 
bereted troops in camouflaged battle dress rolled up to the bound- 
ary of San Marino. Scrupulous in all things, the soldiers stayed 
on the Italian side of the border and put up camoutlaged tents. 
Meanwhile both sides laid down a barrage of proclamations, de- 
crees and lofty spe ‘an Marino is living the greatest days 
of its history,” cried igi. “Our opponents are playing a 
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COMMUNISTS’ MILITIA, patrolling the streets armed with old rifles, are 


scrutinized by a San Marino housewife who wonders whether it is safe to pa: 
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dangerous game, but they shall not prevail.” “The sovereignty of 
the provisional government comes from the armored cars of Italy,” 
thundered back Communist leader Domenico Morgan 

Reports drifted up the mountain that Italian carabinieri were 
slipping out of their uniforms at the border and joining the forces 
of the provisional government, This did not cause much alarm 
because, although every red-blooded San Marinese objects to Itali- 
an troops on his border, he fully expects Italians to keep order 
inside his country—as policemen. San Marino is, after all, nobody 
knows how small (such eminent authorities as the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica and the World Almanac keep saying it is 38 squai 
miles when, in fact, it is only about 24), In such a small country 
a policeman might have to arrest his own brother, so by tradition 
the police are imported Italians. One of the charges against the 
leftist government was that it had allowed San Marinesi to infil- 
trate the San Marino police force. 

In eight days of civil war San Marino shed rivers of ink and not 
one drop of blood. Some of the fighters began to lose heart. A 
bored Communist militiaman suggested, “Let’s give one of our 
governments to France and get this over with.” 

Peace feelers went out. Bigi said his government had sent a 
“diplomatically worded request for complete surrender.” Commu- 
nist Morganti said his volunteers would “lay down their arms as 
soon as agreement is reached.” 

For four days messengers scurried about. Then the last Com- 
munist bulletin went up on the walls of San Marino on Oct. 1 
“Overwhelmed by the intervention of preponderant foreign forces, 
above all those of Italy... the people’s government of San 
Marino, after 12 years in power, ceases all vain resistance and 
offers this last service for the supreme good of the nation.” 

By agreement the nation was placed temporarily in the hands of 
Captain Ettore Sozzi, head of San Marino’s army and police. 
Ettore Sozzi is an Italian, but nobody felt that he count 
“foreign intervention.” After all, he was a policeman. . 

Sozzi requisitioned the gambling casino as a barracks and 
marched in a detachment of former Italian carabinieri recently 
converted into San Marino police, An afternoon fog hung lo: 
over Government Palace on Oct. 12 when one of the new men 
marched to the square, politely inquired the way to the palace 
and thanked the man who told him. Behind him marched 10 more 
new police, rifles slung over their backs. They moved to the door 
of the palace and lined up facing the magnificent view. The palace 
door opened and out marched 10 members of San Marino’s army. 
They lined up facing the police. At a command, the new police 
marched into the palace to take over. Glumly, the soldiers awaited 
‘a. command to right face and march away. But when the command 
came, it was to left face and march back into the palace. “Left?” 
chorused the soldiers in amazement. “Left!” insisted the office 

So the soldiers marched back in again, and the door slammed 
shut. After all, the civil war was now officially over and the right- 
ful station of the army was the palace. 

Police Chief Sozzi and his men held the palace for 48 hours, 
then turned it over on Oct. 14 to the triumphant 31-councillor 
anti-Communist majority. Some 4,000 cheering San Marinesi 
jammed the main square and waved blue and white flags. The

Faubus’ foe says integration i 


inevitable since progress demands it 


but he hopes enlightened New South keeps some of Old South’s graces 


by HARRY S. ASHMORE 


Harry Ashmore, executive editor of Little Rock's Arkansas Gazette, has 
long been widely known and highly respected both in his profession 
and in the South. But when Governor Orval Faubus provoked the school 
integration crisis, Ashmore suddenly became a national figure. Pre- 
viously his editorials had urged a slow policy of integration. Now he 
spoke out bluntly against the governor, telling the whole South and 
the nation as well why the governor was wrong. He was so effective 
that Faubus in public statements denounced him—inaccurately—as 
an “ardent integrationist” and Ashmore became the recognized spo 
man for the moderate South. 

Ashmore, who was born and raised in South Carolina and has worked 
all his life in the South, says he is not an integrationist but a realist. The 
follocing article is adapted from his new book. An Epitaph for Dixie 
which will be published early in 1958 by W.W. Norton & Co. Inc. 


HEN the first earth satellite appeared in the sky, e the

bus was busily occupied in Little Rock, Ark., trying to re-create the

1g, at least, Governor Faubus appeared 
a considerable local success. His own constituents, seizing upon his 
nvert assurances that they would not after all be called upon to 
perform a constitutional duty many of them considered painful and 
most considered distasteful, rallied to his standard in impressive 
numbers. This is heady stuff for any politician, and it was overpow- 
ering for Orval Faubi 
In publicly appraising his own situation, the governor has ranged 
over a good deal of recorded history. On the day a federal judge or- 
dered him to cease and desist from using the Arkansas Na 
Guard to prevent the entry of nine Negro students to a previc 
white high school, Mr, Faubus, within calculated earshot of a 
phantic reporter, gazed out a bay window of the governor's mansion 
and intoned: “Comes now the crucifixion.” On another occasion, 
returning from Sea Island, Ga. to discover that President Eisenhower 
had federalized his Na Guard troops, he compared himself to 
Douglas MacArthur at the fateful moment Harry ‘Truman relieved 
him of command. 
But on the Day of the Sputnik, in a private audience with a repre- 
sentative of the New York Times, Mr. Faubus made perhaps the most 
1g comparison of all. He faced, he said, the same decision that 
Robert E. Lee when he was called upon to choose between 


All this really proves is that Orval Faubus, who is largely a self- 
taught man, has had an inadequate teacher. General Lee was a man 
of conscience who in 1861 shouldered a moral burden he would carry 
to his grave. Mr, “practical” politician who in 1957 has 
painted himself into a corner. 

Perhaps the most charitable thing that can be said of the Arkansas 
governor is that he has misunderstood the past, miscalculated the 
present and ignored the future. It may be that his highhanded ac- 
tions have ensured him a third term as governor of Arkansas. [t could 
be, however, that what he has really done is ensure the election of 
an extreme segregationist in his state—who may not be Orval Faubus. 
‘The governor, as a matter of fact, on his own record is not a se 
tionist at all and, as a result, is still viewed with a cold and sus, 
eye by the real leaders of the mob that rallied in the effort to block 

tation in Little Rock. 
It is not even certain that the landing of a detachment of the 10Lst 
Airborne Infantry at Central High School at Little Rock has yet dis- 
abused Mr. Faubus of the notion that he has won, or will win, a great 
victory. In any event, his private opinion is no longer of moment. 
He has now associated himself with a militant minority group which 
will read out of the white race any man who bends the neck or bows

the knee to federal force. If Mr. Faubus accepts the compromise offer 
of any of the numerous honest brokers who have been beating paths 
between his mansion and the White House, he will lose the support 
of his new following. Thus, in the political terms in which he deals. 
the governor no longer has any freedom of action, He has got to try 
to get the nine Negro children out of Central High School and keep 
them out for the foreseeable future. 

And, of course, on the other side Mr. Eisenhower enjoys no greater 
latitude. All moral iderations aside, the President cannot tolerate 
the nullification of a federal court order by state force any more than 
¢ Washington could stand idly by in 1794 when the burghers 
nnsylvania refused to pay their whisky taxes. Mr. Eisenhower 
labors under the great weight of world opinion, which counts Little 
Rock as a Soviet victory of at least the magnitude of Sputnik. And 
finally, however reluctant he may be to assume the burden, Mr. 
Eisenhower is the head of a political party which cannot compromise 
on civil rights and win the next election. 

Neither, ironically, ean Mr. Faubus’ own Democratic party. And 
so, as is not yet apparent to the boys at the southern branch heads 
(but is painfully clear to ¢ ns of the world like Richard B, Russell 
and Lyndon Johnson), the net result of Little Rock may well be not 
to stay integration but to speed it. The southern senators who tip- 
toed through the civil rights crisis at the last session of Congress now 
wear lead shoes stamped Made in Arkansas, The Republicans and 
northern Democrats who were willing to trade with them are now 
rmed—and back home in New York, Michigan, Ilinoi 
sota and California their constituents have not only applauded the 
presence of federal bayonets in Little Rock but suggested that since 
they are on hand they ht as well be used to draw another d 
or two of rebel blood. We are, certainly, closer to the enactm 

a force bill than we have been since the Reconstru 

In sum, then, Mr. Faubus, probably without even understanding 
what he was doing, may have foreclosed on a region that has lived 
for almost a century on borrowed time. My view is perhaps colored 
by my residence on a battlefield where the only real violence has been 
done to my own people's sense of decency. In any event, it seems 
to me a shabby closing chapter for the great human traj that is 
the ory of the Old ‘South.

But increasingly these days truth intrud 
all around us we see the clear evidence that great currents of s 
and economic change are reshaping the South in the nation’s ima, 

So it does not seem to me premature to begin the preparation of 
an epitaph for Dixie, Will the New South be a better place than the 
Old? Materially, almost certainly. Spiritually, perhaps. Behind the 
facade of harsh words and extremist laws there is already emerging 
the pattern in which the South will finally accommodate its dwin- 
dling Negro population as it moves from second- to first-class citi- 
zenship. The pattern will be imperfect but reasonably effective, and 
in the end it will be far easier to achieve than the accommodation 
produced by trial and error in the bloodshot aftermath of Recon- 
struction. But the transition can be accomplished only at the 

pense of the qualities that made the istinctive, and cast 
itin the remarkable role it has played in the history of the republic 
Perhaps a generation from now, when the last shovelful of earth is

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age more clearly, to examine its virtues without being distracted 
by its faults. There will be, I think, other than sentimental reasons 
for mourning its passing. 


IT is probably true that the Old South was never actually what 
its own citizens believed it was, and certainly it bore little 
resemblance to the romantic portrait Southerners, without con- 
spicuous success, tried to present to the world. Yet it was, in fact, a 
true regional entity, which by the mere fact of its being has influ- 
enced much of our national history. 

In the almost 200 years between John Smith’s landing at James- 
town and the close of the American Revolution, the South had 
beginnings, and virtually its being, in a thin strip of tidewater land 
along the Atlantic and Gulf Coasts. In Virginia's Northern Neck 
and around the new capitals of Charleston, Savannah and New 
Orleans stately mansions arose along the estuaries and were popu- 
lated by a small but authentic aristocracy. Although they were not 
prefaced by titles, even before Yorktown names like Washington, 
Lee, Legaré, Beauregard, Pinckney, Hampton and Stuart bore the 
stamp of status. 

This aristocracy was vastly important to the Old South, not so 
much because of what it did as because of the image it fixed in 
the southern mind. The ruder men who were cutting down the 
trees and draining the swamps in Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Texas accepted the old Tidewater society as an ideal. 
They might work in the field beside the blacks, but their goal was 
a big house on a hill, replete with white columns at the front and 
slave quarters in the rear. And a fair number of big houses did 
arise, some of them encompassing the log cabins in which their 
masters had first settled, 

‘The Civil War robbed this old feudal society of its substance; 
the slaves were set free and the credit that sustained the cotton 
economy was wiped out. Some degree of economic security, of 
course, had been required not only to maintain the outward forms 
of rank, to keep the big house painted and the silver polished, but 
to maintain the spirit of noblesse oblige. A man who could not 
meet his financial obligations was in no position to discharge his 
human obligations to those who had been so dependent upon him. 

After the war the old aristocrats could not find their way back 
to their old financial eminence without abandoning the standards 
of honor and chivalry they had lived by, or pretended to. There 
were two routes to wealth: a man could stay on the land and turn 
a profit on the depressed cotton market by sweating his white and 
Negro labor, or he could set up in town as a supply merchant, 
piling up the interest on the credit he extended in kind. Many of 
the aristocrats refused to compromise, but the others reluctantly 
did, falling back by inches, and no further than was required to 
avoid extinction. In the end they joined the larger company of 
successful men who had had no such compunctions to put down 
in their rise to power. 

What amounted to the last stand of these watered-down de- 
scendants of the old breed turned out to be their undoing. It was 
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they who brought the industrial revolution to Dixie—not primar- 
ily to improve their own fortunes but as a matter of public policy 
in a time of desperate need. By the end of the century five-cent 
cotton had produced almost universal misery in the region and 
it was clear that the army of dispossessed poor whites would find 
no salvation on the land. Something had to be done to provide 
them the means of subsistence, and the great Georgia editor, 
Henry W. Grady, offered the answer: take a leaf from the Yankee’s 
book, bring the cotton mills to the cotton fields, And so they did, 
with an evangelical drive the profit motive could never sustain, 

‘Thus the mills came, spawning their ugly company towns and 
pulling their hands in from the depleted farms for miles around. 
From the outset they bore the imprint of the old feudal system, 
both in the paternalism of the original proprietors and in the 
rigorous exploitation of them by the cannier men who inevitably 
took over the roll-top desks of management as it became apparent 
that not only social service but large profits were possible. 

‘An Old Southerner could survive in this new, pushing social 
order only by detaching himself from it. The old concept, which 
called for a concern with abstract notions of honor at least equal 
to the concern for concrete matters of profit, no longer carried 
automatic respect. And the old vices—a civilized devotion to 
liquor, gambling and gay ladies—came under the rigorous con- 
demnation of the new breed of Protestant ministers who became 
apostles of progress, condoning child labor while they demanded 
that the full police powers of the state be brought to bear on the 
individual sins of the flesh. 

‘This change in the ruling class has continued until there is little 
left of the old aristocracy now except the manner, which is still 
generally adopted by those in the upper reaches of the South’s 
power structure. I am not suggesting that there are not men in the 
South who will, in a time of testing, place their devotior to the 
common weal above their self-interest. But the old, fierce individ- 
uality which tempered pride with magnanimity has given way to 
a sort of calculating caution which measures progress solely in 
terms of personal gain. 

The process is best described, I think, in the volumes that 
make up the great Gothic structure of William Faulkner's saga 
of Yoknapatawpha County. In some ways Faulkner's view is spe- 
cial, since Mississippi has now become atypical of the new, urban 
South. Yet the conflict between the aristocratic Sartorises and the 
on-the-make Snopeses, traced over the generations and exaggerat- 
ed into poetic symbolism, is central to the story of the transition 
of the Old South to the New. It was not that a Snopes could best 
a Sartoris in any direct test of strength; rather it was that the 
Snopeses, with their eyes fixed unwaveringly on the main chance, 
could outlast the Sariorises and finally displace them in the big 
house on the hill. In the end it was time, not the Snopeses, that 
brought down the Sartorises: The Snopeses simply stood by, un- 
bemused by notions of honor and chivalry, ready to move bit by 
bit into the vacuum created by the steady decline of the old order. 

Sentimental Southerners may mourn the change, as Faulkner 
does. But practical Southerners must recognize that there will be 
no turning back, that when the Charleston News & Courier issues 
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its call for all good men to come to the aid of the Old South, it is 
not a Hampton or a Stuart who steps forward but one of the Snopes 
boys, mentally calculating the possible profit from the dues of a 
Citizens’ Council. And the optimists among us will believe that the 
Snopeses too will change, and for the better. The great mass of 
Southerners, white and Negro, may still seem flaccid and inert, 
willing to leave the shape of the future to those with the loudest 
voices. But it 1s a mass finally shaking free of poverty, educating 
its children, still getting the short end of the nation’s bounty but 
constantly demanding more. It has the power to insist upon better 
leadership than it has had, and in time it will. 


A tradition of public service 


T is a curious truth that, despite the demagogues who have 

blotted the pages of history, the South has perhaps produced a 
higher proportion of competent public men than any other region. 
In the old days the aristocratic tradition had much to do with this: 
a leading family was expected to provide lawmakers and mag 
trates, and most of them did. There was a sort of natural selection, 
too, as a by-product of the deep-seated emotions engendered by 
y and its successor institutions. A man too proud to exploit 
passions of the mob had to find other means to gain and hold 
a personal following—and one means was to reduce the race issue 
to an amiable joke, This was an act of considerable skill and only 
a master dared try it. 

As a young reporter I had the privilege of watching one of the 
last of ihe great stump speakers in action—Cotton Ed Smith of 
South Carolina. When he finally went to his reward, Ed had served 
36 continuous years in the United States Senate, standing four- 
square from first to last upon a three-plank platform: states rights, 
tariff for revenue only and white supremacy. In 1938 Cotton Ed 
was at the very top of Franklin D, Roosevelt's ill-starred purge list. 
The President regarded him as an obstructionist and formally re- 
quested his fellow Democrats not to return him to the Senate, 
As it turned out this was a break for the senator, who had outraged 
y South Carolinians by his opposition to the New Deal reforms 
that had done so much to ease their economic distress. But now 
he was under fire from a meddling outsider, and the role of martyr 
was one he could play to the hilt. 

Ed’s ign masterpiece was what came to be called the 
Philad tory. It was Ed’s version of his famous bolt from 
the Democratic National Convention two years before when a 
Negro minister appeared on the platform to pray. 

“TL have been trying to keep this campaign on a high plane,” 
Ed would proclaim as he paced the flat bed of a cotton wagon. 
“It has been my custom to start out with the Magna Carta and 
trace the long history of the struggle for human rights. But the 
other night, up yonder in Pickens County, I had started out with 
the fields of Runnymede and proceeded to the point where I had 
the boys in gray half way up the hill at Gettysburg when an old 
man in the front row spit out his tobacco cud and said, ‘Hell, Ed, 
tell us about Phillydelphy!” 

"So [told them. I told them about walking up to that great 
conyention hall and being stopped there at the outer door—the 
outer door, mind you—by a stranger who demanded to see my 
credentials, "Young man,’ I said, ‘if we have reached a time when 
the senior senator from South Carolina has to have credentials 
to get into a Democratic convention, I don’t want in.’ And he 
stepped aside. 

“But when I came out on the floor of that great hall, bless 
God it looked like a checkerboard—a spot of white here, and a spot 
of black there. But I kept going down that long aisle, and finally 
I found the great standard of South Carolina—and, praise God, 
it was in a spot of white! 

“[ had no sooner than taken my seat when a newspaperman 
came down the aisle and squatted down by me and said, ‘Senator, 
did you know a nigger is going to come out up yonder in a minute 
and offer the invocation?’ I told him, I said, ‘Now don’t be jok- 
ing me, I'm upset enough the way it is.’ But then, bless God, 
out on that platform walked a slew-footed, blue-gummed, kinky- 
headed Senegambian! 

“And he started praying and I started walking. And as I pushed 
through those great doors and walked across that vast rotunda, it 
seemed to me that old John Calhoun leaned down from his man- 
sion in the sky and whispered in my ear, ‘You did right, Ed. . . .”” 

I suppose the story shocked many of the outlanders who heard 
it or read about it. Yet to the initiated there was a sort of innocence 
about it. The white men who gathered under the chinaberry trees 
to whoop and holler as Ed built his climaxes would not really 
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ar of the crowd. “Hot damn,” 
they would chortle, it on tonight.

school case I paid a call on a southern business executive who 
likes to be described as the sparkplug of his state’s increasingly 
successful drive to balance agriculture with industry. He had ex- 
pended much money and energy in the cause and had expounded 
the gospel across the melted ice cream of a thousand luncheon 
club tables, at home and in the money markets of the east—the 
story of vast natural resources and a docile, hard-working labor 
supply waiting only for the touch of Yankee investment capital to 
send milk and honey flowing through the land 

I asked him if he had given any thought to the possible effect 
of the pending Supreme Court ruling on his industrial develop- 
ment program.

What we've been selling is peace and 
order—telling em that what we've got down here is stability— 
friendly politicians who are not going to gut a business with taxes, 
and workers who are grateful for a job and are not going to be 
stirring up trouble.”

F economic determinism were the sole factor, which of 

course it is not, the rigid patterns of segregation would have 
been shattered long ago. The South’s traditional poverty has 
been rooted in the fact that the colored third of the region’s 
poral ion, and a substantial portion of those of lighter hue, 
have been counted among the lowest income group in the nation. 
To wholesalers and retailers of consumer goods, to those who 
operate the service trades, to professional men and women, it has 
meant a local market far below the potential indicated when na- 
tional income averages are measured against southern census 
figures, And it has added to the general burden since those with 
marginal incomes contribute little in the way of tax support 
for public services yet draw heavily upon them. It was economics, 
not morality, that Booker T, Washington had in mind when he 
warned that the white man could throw the Negro in the ditch 
but couldn't keep him there without getting in with him, 

The average Negro income is still well below that of the whites, 
but it is high enough to make an increasing number of colored 
people good customers of almost any establishment along Main 
Street. In some cases the Negro has even achieved a special prior- 
ity; because the patterns of residential segregation normally 
restrict him to second-class housing regardless of income, the out- 
ward symbol of his affluence is likely to he a long, chromium- 
studded new automobile rather than a pretentious home. In- 
deed, proprietors of shops which once barred Negroes or asked 
them to ease in through the alley door are likely these days to be 
out hustling colored customers in off the sidewalk. The Negro- 
operated radio stations which have sprung up in the southern 
cities to beam programs especially to Negro audiences peddle 
most of their commercial time to leading white stores. And some 
department store owners, taking due note of the complexion of 
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the c ng through their aisles, have quietly taken down 
the White and Colored signs that adorned their drinking foun- 
although in almost every instance the toilets still rema 
holds of white supremacy. 
This has been a quiet and undramatic process, more the nat- 
ural product of a competitive economy than the result of or- 
ganized effort on the part of Negroes. They have found doors open- 
ing to them simply because they arrive these days with money 
in hand 

It is commonly said that some of the best minds in the South 
have rallied to the effort to fend off the effects of the Supreme 
Court integration decisions, and this is true, But there are able 
minds poring over the balance sheet, too, and while they are will- 

to put up with a good deal of nonsense, they are not willi 
to pay cash for it. 

Thus the Mississippi State Sovereignty Commission, brought 
into being by the 1956 legislature to keep the Magnolia State 
free of any taint of integration and supplied with $250,000 of 
public money for the purpose, collapsed in its first direct test 
against the outside dollar. The issue was the proposed erection of 
a $12.7 million Veterans Administration Hospital at Jackson, a 
facility that would accept white and Negro patients alike and 
house them together without distinction. “Well, we've got the 
tiger by the tail,” Governor James P. Coleman said. “We either 
accept an integrated facility or we deny our Mississippi white 
veterans medical services they need.” With only one dissenting 
voice the Sovereignty Commission voted to donate state land 
for the hospital, 

This sort of schizoid experience besets us on all sides in the 
South these days—not just when we come, as sooner or later each 
of us must, to a personal problem involving race. We are working 
for change, most of us, and deploring some of its consequences. 
We are busily building cities, and we are still dreaming of the 
simpler, rural past which looms so large in the southern mystique. 

My generation is the first to have its roots severed entirely by 
the sharp edge of change. Some of us still live on the land, of 
course, and make a living from it. But today’s farmer has the man- 
ner and the accoutrements of the corporation executive. He spends 
as much time bending over a hot telephone as he does walking his 
fields, he is a constant commuter to the cities now only minutes 
away, and the old home place has been remodeled. Even the con- 
scious rebels get no more for their pains than fresh air. My brother, 
weary of the New York canyons, has gone back to the Carolina 
mountains of our youth, The wind still sighs through the pine 
trees there at Tryon, just over the Greenville County line, but it 
is likely to be drowned out by the rattle of cocktail crockery from 
the patios of his neighbors, all of whom seem to be retired Chicago 
stove manufacturers. And his financial umbilical cord still stretches 
back to the publishing house in New York. 

You can’t go home again, said Thomas Wolfe, who lived just 
over the ridge before the lonely echo of train whistles in the moun- 
tain valleys lured him forth to the web and the rock of Manhattan. 
This is true because home no longer exists. Nor is this solely a 
matter of physical change, of a filling station that stands where an 
old house settled under the trees, or the sun glinting on miles of 
picture windows in the fields where a boy once followed his dog. 
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Home was a matter of time as well as of place, of values trapped in 
amber. Now the amber is shattered, the old values naked and ex- 
ased to the winds of change; the nation is no longer willing to 
kee us be different, and in truth very few of us really want to be. 
So it is gone now, whatever it was we had, and it doesn’t really 
matter whether it was taken from us or whether we bartered it 
away. Not long ago I sat beside a wise and beautiful lady in a taxi 
on New York’s East River Drive, alternately crawling and bowling 
toward that sweep of midtown towers 
which is surely one of the most aston- 
ishing examples of man’s creative ca- 
pacity, and of man’s inhumanity to 
man. The sight, I told her, no longer 
disturbed me; I was, finally, at peace 
with New York. She was amused and 
curious. Did I mean that I had once 
considered myself at war with the city, 
and had felt a compulsion to conquer 
the capital of the arts? She had thought 
that sort of thing had gone out with 
Sinclair Lewis, that nobody since Carol 
Kennicott had felt it nec to flee 
Main Street to pursue either the muse 
or Mammon, I agreed that this was 
largely so, but it was not, as so many 
thought, because there was reall: 
new regional consciousness and a lite 
ary concern with the length and breadth 
of a broad land. Rather it was that New York no longer had any 
boundaries, that it was everywhere that telephones and radio and 
television and airplanes could reach—for New York is not simply 
an uncomfortable place to live and work in but a state of mind, 
and in that sense there is nothing left now to confine it, no phys- 
ical barriers and no permanent, distinctive regional attitudes. So, 
I told her, I was at peace with New York not because I had con- 
quered it, or tried to, but because I had surrendered. Like my 
grandfathers, I had turned in my sword because the invasion was 
complete and I had nothing left to defend. 

Well, the skies will not fall in the South, but they will arch over 
a different land when our transition is complete. Not changed, as 
many Southerners fear, by widespread comingling of the races. 

mtrary one of the great losses may be that whites and 
will never again really know each other. 

And it was the knowing, I think, that was important and in the 
quieter time did much to take the curse off the former system.

It is, of cours 
basic right, the one upon which an en- 
tire structure of law has been erected 
to protect minorities. But the South 
debased it by using it as a cloak behind 
which the local southern white majoi 
ity denied the common rights and in 
munities of citizenship to the black mi 
nority. It was never enough to say MONON V0 

mply that a majority wanted it that countrymen how to accept 
way and that their will, therefore, their defeat in good grace, 
should prevail. It was clearly the duty 
of those who knew better to insist that 
the majority must recognize that a system which might be tem- 
porarily tolerable and even necessary would become intolerable 
unless it evolved with the changing times. To insist otherwise, to 
say that come what may the southern white minority would never 
concur with the national majority—as men are still saying— 
simply to reduce the right of dissent to the right of revolution. 

Our only major prophet, Calhoun, evolved a salient thesis of 
government in his doctrine of the concurrent majority, the prin- 
ciple that the Constitution is a pact between the federal govern- 
ment and the states, and that either one can veto or nullify the 
acts of the other. But then Calhoun saw his thesis debased when 
he attempted to use it as a defense for slavery. So in later years

It is the 1952 picture story 
of five American college girls (two of whom were 
engaged and a third already married and expecting), 
which reflected the greatest postwar boom of all— 
the baby" boom. And because so many babies 
have been born in the '50s, we are moving toward a 
period of explosive prosperity in the °60s. 

And cconomics surely is Lire’s recent picture 
story of the American teen-ager who now spends 
billions and carns billions each year and who has 
become a key factor in our economy. 

What is economics to me, then? Economics is life 
itself.
